ROSES, AZALEAS, EPACRIS, CAMELLIAS, Ete.—

CHRYSANTHEMUMS.—Use Jadoo Fibre exactly as 
you would earth. Last -shift tobe into S-inch or $-inch 
pots. Do not fill these further than two inches from top 
of pot till the buds are set, then fill with Jadoo Fibre. 
When pots are full of roots (not before) water with diluted

CARNATIONS.—Layer the plants in pure Jadoo Fibre. 
When potting use half Jadoo Fibre and half loam with 
sand. 

SLOXINLAS AND CALADIUMS.—Use two parts Jadoo 
Fibre, one part loam, and one part sand for first potting.

ORCHIDS.—Use Jadoo Fibre in the same propor- 
tion as you would peat, with a little sand, moss, and char- 
coal mixed withit. ‘‘ Crock ’’ the pots or baskets in the 
nsual way.

out’’?in beds for the summer. No ‘‘ check” whatever 
will be experienced by the plants when treated in this 
way, even if they are coming into bloom when planted 


out, and if watered in the ordinary way, they will flourish | 


through the driest summer. 

Lobelias and other annuals trealed in this way form 
a perfect mat of roots in the boxes, which can be broken 
off without the slightest injury to the plants. 

CUTTINGS.—Geraniuims, etc., may be struck in Jadoo 
Fibre, either in pots or boxes, and usually root in half the 
time they would take in earth, and also root much more 
strongly than in earth. If struck in boxes, they can be 
cut out into balls for bedding-out, when they will receive 
no check even in the driest season. 

STRAWBERRIES IN POTS.—Root the runners in 
Jadoo Fibre; make the first shift in half Jadoo Fibre, 
half loan: afterwards use loam entirely. Flavor will be 
¢reatly improved by this, and even if the use of Jadoo 
Fibre is confined to rooting the runners only in it,a much 
stronger crown will be formed than if the runners are 
rooted in the usual way in earth.

When shifting into this only, 
half fill the pot at first, gradually filling it up as the 
plants advance in growth, so that the roots may be thrown 
out far up the stem.

Planting in the open ground ean 
be done at any time from the 
beginning of October on until 
frost has rendered the soil im- 
penetrable, but the best plan is to 
plant as soon after the first of Octo- 
ber as practicable. Dig your beds 
thoroughly to the depth of 18 inches, 
and plant the bulbs from 6 to 8 inches 
apart and about 4 inches deep. A slight 
cover of dry litter or short manure may be 
placed on the beds after the first frost, and 
should be removed early in spring. 
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Hyacinths may be grown in pots from 4 to6 inches 

n diameter. Fill the pots with a light, rich soil, 
and then press the bulb down into it, and press 
the soil down around the bulb, to finish the oper- 
ation. If potted loosely, they will not thrive; if 
potted Too FIRMLY, they will rise up as soon as they 
begin to grow and be one-sided. After potting they 
should have a good watering, and be left a day or 
two until the surface of the soil begins to dry, 
when they should be placed in a cool, dark 
cellar. There they may remain for several weeks, 
to allow the roots to get a good start. If brought 
to the light gradually, and a few at a time, a 
succession of flowers may be kept up through the winter. 


OP YRIGHy, 
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CULTURE IN GLASSES. 


The culture of Hyacinths in glasses is exceedingly interesting, and the 
single varieties do remarkably well when grown in this manner. The water 
should merely be allowed to touch the base of the bulb, and the glasses 
should be placed at once in a dark, cool place, until the roots have nearly 
reached the bottom of the glass, when they may be brought to the light. The 
water should be changed occasionally.

. . -lhe Preparation and Care of a Lawn... 


A good Jawn is one of the most pleasing features of a rural home, and success in its formation depends much on the 
preparation of the ground. This should be done by draining if necessary and digging or plowing to the depth of 6 to 12 
inches, according to the nature of the soil, applying at the same time a liberal quantity of well decomposed manure, bone 
dust, or Elliott’s Invigorine. Werécommend the latter as being more lasting in its effects, not liable to burn the grass 
and free from weeds. Before sowing the seed the ground should be thoroughly cleaned and made perfectly level, and as 
the subsequent appearance of the lawn depends in a great measure on this part of the preparation, it is of the utmost 
importance that it should be well done. The ground should be evenly raked, and theseed sown. April and September 
are the best months for sowing. Theseed should besown on a calm day, at the rate of four to five bushels to the acre.

Aiter the sowing has been accomplished, the ground should be again rolled, and as soon as the young plants have 
attained the height of 2 or 3 inches, the whole plot should be carefully gone over with a sharp scythe, and from the 
months of April to October it should be mown every ten days. Mowing machines are excellent after a comparatively 
close turfis established; but for the first six months after sowing, the scythe should beused in preference to the machine. 
Frequent mowing and rolling are indispensable to maintain the turf in good order. By adopting these means a close 
green sward will be obtained in a short time. ;
